And what' is 
further, he said he proposed to" afford 
that opportunity. Three months of ex- 
terminating warfare left so few yellow 
f<--ver mosquitoes on the isthmus that 
Colonel Gorgas offered $60 in gold to 
a nyone not connected with sanitary de- 
partment who would Deport a case of 
yellow fever. Thus was the mosquito 
sentenced to banishment from th<S isth- 
mus, and the sanitatioa brigade is car- 


, rying the sentence into execution. Only 


a comparatively few, bushwhackers re- 
main, a-nd tHey are having a lard time. 


It takes about 150,400 gallons o£ mos- 


quito oil a year-to keep down these 
little blood-sucking pests who come 
after you, hammer and tongs. There 
are GO known breeds of mosquitoes on 
tho isthmus, and perhaps some 20 more 
species \vh5ch have not been identified.
